THE WEATHER AJTD MORALS') 


Wind and storm have a great and 


direct influence upon morals, says 
Professor Dexter, of the Univarsltj of 
Illinois, in the 
Popular 
Science 


Monthly. He has carefully tabulated 
a long series of experiments, and finds 
that when the wind does not blow 
harder than four miles an hour, chil- 
dren stay at home from school in three 
times as great auiabers, more police- 
men are oft duty, saore errors ars aaade 
br bank clerks, and more people die. 
He dissevers also that -women and 
children are more susceptible to storm 
aad calm than men, and that fewer 
serious crimes are committed during 
calm days, aad he interprets his statis- 
tics in this -way: "During calms," he 
says, "those life phenomena which are 
due to depleted ritality are excessive, 
and those -which are due to excessive 
vitality are deficiest in nainber." In 
explanation of this state of affairs 
;faere are two general hypotheses. 
The first is based npon the general 
"acts beariag upon veatilation, and 
he second upon thoss of atmospheric 
Seetricity. £he first would only be 
applicable to the conditions ef large 
•itifi!«, while tke second would be valid 
or any spot bo the earth's surface. If 
ha aornaal proportions of oxygsa ars 
o be Hjaiatained in the immediat* 
leinity of great combustion of oxy- 
gen, fresb air must by soma means be 
irought in to take the place of that 
Jfcie asrmal Mixture of which bas been 
istnrbed. We are quite familiar 


wltla these facts in their bearing apon 
the ventilation of buildings, but there 
is no difference, except that of magni- 
tude, between a building is wklch the 
air is toeing robbed ef its cvygen 
through combustion and a city ia 
which tb« same process is goiog on. 
—Harper's Weekly.

CELERY CULTURE. 


Grovrluif the Planta—Iisscct Enoutps 
ot the Vounjjr Crojt. 


Celery seed, like that of paisley, 


carrot and parsnip, parts with its vi 
tality very quickly and is practically 
worthless when kept over until the 
second year. For sowing seed during: 
the early part of the season the plan 
best suited to the requirements of the 
farmer or amateur grower of celery ib 
to secure a wooden flat or tray (see 
the first cut) about sixteen or tnenty- 
four inches deep, with plenty ot small 
holes in the bottom for draiiuige. Aft- 
er filling with sltted soil stroke off 
even with the top and either fahake 
down the soli or press it down by 
means of a board befoie the seeds are 
sown. Either sow in drills two inches 
apart or scatter broadcast and cover 
by sifting on a mere sprinkling of leaf 
mold or sand by menns, of a fine sieve
